The  usual  autumn  mass  for  all  the  delegates  of  the .. United '  ‘ 
nations  v^as  in  progress*  A  Stocky  elderly  priest  was.  talking 
of  god,  of  the  bright  ideals  of  humanity,  called  for  peace, 
harmony  and  tolerance. 

The  sermon  v/as  being  read  by  a  Kev/  York  archbishop, 
cardinal  Francis  Spellman.  Spellman...  One  “Involuhtarily  recalls 
the  photographs  of  the  past  years.  Spellman  embracing  Li  Syn-man; 
giving  his  blessing  to  the  American  troops  for  the  v/ar  against  the 
KKDR  (Koreyskaya  Harodno-Deraokraticheskaya  Respublika  —  Korean 
People’s  Democratic’ Republic) 5  Spellman  —  Francois  guest;  a 
touching  encounter  with  Chiang  Kai-shek;  the  American  obscurant¬ 
ist  McArt.hy  honors  the  cardinal...  There  are  many  such  photographs...

.  Francis  t/oseph  Spellman’s  life  v/as  not  too  tortuous. 

He  was  born  in  16S9  in  the  city  of  state  of  Massachusetts, 

to  a  family  of  a  grocer.  In  his  youth  he  was  facinated  by  sports, 
especially  baseball.  After  completing  the  local  school  he  moved 
to  i>iew  York.  “In  1907,  Spellman,”  according  to  the  cardinal’s 
biography,  “entered  Fordham  Universitjf^  v^rhere  he  spent  four  years, 
there  his  talent  for  ynriting  poetry  was  developed.  During  his 
senior  year  he  decided  to  devote  himself  to  the  service  of  god 
and  to  become  a  priest." 

Francis  Joseph  Spellman  found  his  calling  not  in  a 
grocery  store,  not  in  baseball  and  not  in  che  composition  of 
poems,  even  though  he  has  published  several  collections  o.f  his 
poems,  but  on  the  pulpit;  ho  is  one  of  the  most  ominous  figures 
in  present  day  Aiaerica.  ‘  In  1911,  through  the  reoonmiendation  of 
the  Boston  cardinal  0’ Connell  he 'goes  to  the  “eternal  cit;y“  — 

Rome,  Y/here  he  enrolls  in  the  horth  A^aerican  College.  Four  years 
later,  Spellman  is  ordained  in  Rome.  He  returns  to  America  i/ith 
the  degree  of  a  Doctor  of  Theology  and  occupies  the  position  of 
pastor  at  the  All  Saints  parish  near  Boston,  he  is  in  charge  of 
the  catholic  library  in  the  diocese  ;of  the  local  archbishop  and 
edits  a  catholic  newspaper  called  “Pilot". 

1925  finds  Spellman  in  the  Vatican.  He  is  the  first 
American  to  be  honored  v/ith  service  in  the  Ministry  of  Foreign

The  militant 
cardinal  makes  no  secret  of  his  trips:  “To  be  able  to  live  v/ith 
the  soldiers  it  their  barracks,  to  talk  vjith  them  without  having 
to  beat  about  the  bush,  and,  if  possible,  to  intensify  the*  Army 
hostility  towards  the  East,"  The  Vatican's  progidy,  a  servant 
of  v/all  Street  and  the  Pentagon,  knows  His  job  well. 

Cardinal  Spellman  is  seeking  an  outlet  for  his  fierce  hate 
of  conmiunism  and  of  the  socialist  camp  for  many  years.  He  constantly 
calls  for  a  “crusade"  against  the  East, 

In  September  of  lt59,  Tsrhen  millions  of  Americans  of  good 
Y/ill  .-ere  anxiously  awaiting  the  arrival  of  a  high  placed  guest 
from  the  Soviet  Union  to  their  country,  Spellman  attacked  the 
USSR  with  dirty  slander,  he  talked  of  “the  Go.niTiunist  nenace". 

On  the  eve  of  iLS,  Khrushchev’s  arrival  to  York,  he  addressed 
the  faithful  with  a  request  to  refrain  from  exhibiting  any  friendly?" 
feelings  tov/ards  the  leader  of  the  Soviet  ^.government,  Spellman 
assuuned  a  rno  less  animose  posibi-:^n  v^rith  respect  to  H.S,  iOrirushchev’s 
participation  in  the  15th  Session  of  the  Ge  .-eral  Assembly  of  the 
Umted  iMations.  It  was  he  who  gave  his  blessing  to  various  gath¬ 
erings  and  “demonstrations"  against  countries  .of  the  socialist 
camp,  which  xvere  conducted  by  various  kinus  of  emigrant  rabble 
during  the  \vork  of  the  session. 

The  following  fact  also  indicates  the  degree  of  Spellman’s 
hate  of  socialism,  and  of  the  idea  of  peaceful  co-existenoe  and 
friendship  among  the  peoples «  As  soon  as  the  democratic  party 
of  the  USA,  on  the  eve ^ of  the  last  presidential  election,  hinted 
to  the  voters  that  if  it  is  victorious  it  Y^ill  then  aspire  to 
normalize  the  relationship  with  the  USSR,  Spellman  hurried  to  the 
Vatican.  iiOnat  for?  In  order  to  seek  support  for  his  plan  there, 
in  the  hor7^:et’s  nest  of  obscurantism  and  reaction  —  to  call  on 
the  catholics  of  the  USA  to  vote  at  the  elections  for  protestant 
Hixon  instead  of  Kennedy,  v/ho  is  of  the  same  faith  as  they, 
in  the  suiumer  of  last  year,  Spellman  appeared  in  i^^est 
Germany,  in  the  UniC'orm  of  an  American  general.  He  was  heading 
for  munioh,  here  the  regular  .\forldwide  Lucharistic  Congress  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  was  gathering  at  that  time.  In  uunich 


Spellman  vented  his  hate  of  Qominunism  with'  great  zest,  Aocdrding 
to  the  ifest  German  newspaper  Sudeutche  Zeitdng. Spellman  7ms  unsur¬ 
passed  in  the  field  of  anti-Soviet  and ' anti-oo amunist  Stateraents , 

The  cardinal  got  especially  carried  away  at  the  solemn  service  ' 
in  the  Munich  Gather al.  Addressing  the  Anerican  officers  and  en-. 
listed  men,  v/ho  were  attending  the  mass,  he  appealed. to  -them  to 
he  prepared  to  take  up  arms  at  any  moment,  and  to  resort  to 
armed  force  against  the  barbarians  of  the  Eastern  bloo.k",'  Even 
the  inhabitants  of  Munich,  who  have  seen  sights-  in  their  -day,  . , 
were  shocked  by  such  a  frank  call  for  a  campaign  against  the 
Soviet  Union,  It  came  from  the  servers  of  the  cultj  How. much,  hate 
must  one  ha-ire.  to  utter  such  raving  statements  I  The  general-cardinal, 
however,  received  a  flattering  evaluation  of  his  inflamator.y 
speeches  from  the  vi/est  German  revenge  seekers  and  Aaerican  warriors. 

...  Yesterday  this  "server  of  the  cult”  called  for  a  crusade 
against  the  USSR, .  today  he  gathers  the  dark  forces  for  a  struggle 
against  the  Cuban  people.  ,  He  recently  ar pealed  to  his  parish  to 
contribute  money  for  the  maintenance  of. a  so  called  "international 
anti-oommunist  brigade".  This  "brigade",  vfhich  consists  of 
adventure  seekers,  and  dregs  of  society,  is  confronting  itself 
■with  the  task  of  invading  Cuba  and  to  overthrow  the  government  • 

of  ^P?.del  Castro.  Frank  Fieri,  the  commander  of  the  brigade  and 
a  farmer  Auer  ican  military  service  nan,  barely  mentioned  the  insane 
plans  to  restore  a  regime  in  Cuba  that  is  hateful  to  the  people,, 
and  Spellman  became  involved  right  a'way.
